June Wets 


O YOU cut hay by the weather? Or 
do you mow when your work can 
be arranged so you have time to 

put up the hay? 

A good many haymakers try their 
hands at guessing the weather. They have 
several systems. 

“T wait for settled weather,” says one 
farmer. By settled weather he means 
clear, dry weather. He acts on the theory 
hat dry weather periods will often last 

three days or longer at a time. 

He gets some good hay. But often rain 

on the day the hay is almost dry, but 
not quite. Hay that gets wet when about 
eady to bale or pile up gets the worst 
camage. 

Why doesn’t this method work? f 
cause there are too few dry periods in

Let’s take a look at June weather at one 
‘shall county, Iowa, weather station. 
Here are the dry periods of three days or 
longer at State Center for five Junes, 
1946 to 1950: 


The record at that station shows 
that each June in the last five years 
had exactly two dry periods of three 
days or more. The longest dry period 
was nine days. Several were only 
three days long. 


June, 1946, had two six-day dry periods. 
In 1947, two three-day periods. In 1948, a 
four-day period and a six-day period. In 
1949, a nine-day period and a three-day 
period. And in 1950, there were two peri- 
ods of six days each when no rain fell. 

Safe hay-cutting days at State Center 
in the last five years add up like this: The 
best Junes, 1949 and 1950, each had just 
eight fair days when you could cut hay 
and have two fair days following. 

If you were smart enough to cut on the 
last day of a rainy period, the number of 
safe hay-cutting days was 14 in 1949 and 
11 in 1950. 

The five-year average of fair June days 
on which you could cut hay and have two 
sood days following was just six. 

So waiting for settled weather in June 

a little uncertain. There are so few dry 


periods. But you'll hit it occasionally. 


Another haymaker says: “I cut my hay 
n the rain, or just before a rain.” He fig- 


ures it this way: Rain immediately after 
nay is cut does no damage. You’ll get the 
enefit of all the dry days between rains. 


This method should be a little better 


1 


tnan to wait for settled weather. The safe 


periods are lengthened. A two-day dry 

eriod will get the hay put up if you can 

now on the last day of a rainy period. 
But, of course, corn belt weather often 
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goes a week without a two-day dry peri- 
od. If you mow in the rain at the begin- 
ning of a wet period, hay may be entirely 
ruined. 

The two methods above aim to make 
use of weather habits that are thought to 
be regular and somewhat dependable. 
Other than that, no attempt at prediction 
is made. 

Why not listen to the weather report 
on the radio? Or make use of your own 
weather observations? Maybe you could 
hit the two good hay-making periods that 
usually come in June. 

The government forecasts are the best 
weather information wé have. They are 
made by men who have studied what goes 
on in the skies. And they have telegraphic 
reports to tell them about the movement 
of distant storms. 


But the weather forecast period is 
too short for the haymaker most of 
the time. It often takes two days to 
cure a heavy crop of hay. Weather 
forecasters don’t claim their reports 
are reliable that far ahead. 


But you can combine the weather re- 
port with your own observations. A lot 
of farmers listen to the weather report 
at noon and then go out and get the feel 
of the air and the looks of the clouds. 
Then they mow hay if the signs are fa- 
vorable. 

If you have just had a rain or a threat- 
ened rain, if the wind is northwest and 
the sky has broken clouds, and if the 
weather report is for fair and cooler, it 
would seem that all signs point to haying 
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weather for a few days. There could be 
thunderstorms, however. 

But if the weather report says rain, and 
if the wind is steady in the east, you’d bet- 
ter believe the weather report. You might 
be at the beginning of a wet period. How- 
ever, that isn’t sure. If the wind begins 
to work out of the east, fair weather may 
be on the way. 


But what if the weather report 
says, “Local showers likely”? That 
means thunderstorms running here 
and there. Your area may get hit and 
it may not. You’ve got a sporting 
chance of getting your hay up with- 
out rain. 


There are no sure signs of good hay 
weather. Conditions in the atmosphere 
can change so rapidly that even weather 
forecasters can’t keep up with them. But 
any farmer should be able to combine his 
observations and the weather reports and 
hit good weather maybe half of the time. 

Does the problem of hitting good hay 
weather look hopeless? Some have looked 
at the possibilities and said, “I give up.” 
Then they just mow hay when it fits in 
with their other work. 

There are advantages to that system. 
If you follow it, you’ll get some good hay. 
You’H cut the hay nearer to the time when 
it ought to be cut. And you'll gain by 
better care of other crops. 

There’s one comforting thought: Bad 
hay weather is what makes corn crops. If 
we could always make good hay in June 
and July, we wouldn’t have much corn 
to pick in November,

We'll 
get wages for that work; but we can’t buy 
back the tanks, guns, etc., that are turned 
out. — 

So we'll have to spend the war wages 
on something we can buy. Or save the 
extra amount. Or have it taxed away. 

There will be, therefore, in the next 
fiscal year—July, 1951, to July, 1952— 
about 25 billions more in cash than the 
supply of goods will take care of at pres- 
ent prices. 

Of course, it is easy enough to raise 
prices so that the 25 billions would be 
spent without getting any more goods. 
But that means inflation, price rises, wage 
rises, etc. 


We'll Have

OST farmers agree they don’t want 

inflation. But, to avoid it, we have 

to see that the extra 25 billions doesn’t get 
spent. 

It could be taxed away, but it won’t be. 
Increased taxes probably won’t go over 

ix billions, may fall short of that. 

Price and wage controls may keep the 
money from being spent, but there are 
problems here—black markets, evasion of 
different kinds, red tape. 

Two other methods have been suggest- 
ed. One is forced savings. Add 10 per cent 


Milk Vs. 


Give School Child Chance 
To Spend Nickels For Milk 


— many pints of milk does the aver- 
age child drink away from home dur- 
ing the school week? How many pints 
of soft drinks? 

Nobody knows. But soft drinks are lots 
easier to buy. 

In most consolidated schools, there is 
usually a soft drink dispenser handy. Put 
in a nickel and out pops a boitle. 

But what if the boy or girl prefers 
milk? It’s hard to spend a nickel for milk. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Homestead 
would like to see a milk dispenser in ev- 
ery sizable school in Iowa. Put in a nickel 
and take out a bottle of milk. Let the 
children patronize the dispenser at noon 
and at recess. Give milk a chance against 
the candy-bars and the soft drinks. 

The lowa Dairy Industry Commission 
can help this movement along. The com- 
mission now has more money than ever-— 
around $300,000—and less pressure to get 
surplus dairy products into consumption. 


HE way things are going, there won’t 

be any surplus butter or cheese or 

milk in a short time. Bigger payrolls are 
gobbling up supplies. 

So the Iowa Dairy Industry Commis- 

sion has the chance to work on some fun-

or more to your income tax, and have the 
amount put into special U. S. bonds which 
can not be cashed for five years. 

You’ll get the money back eventually, 
This doesn’t hurt quite as much as a tax 
you'll never see again. 

Another is “rationing expenditures.” 
Suppose we figure that if every man, 
woman and child in the nation spends 
only $1,000 each for clothes, food, autos, 
etc., in the next year, we’ll spend just 
enough to match the goods available. 

Of course, $1,000 isn’t the right-figure. 
But it will do as an example. 


HEN, if you have a family of four, 

your family gets $4,000 in scrip. For 
every dollar of cash you spend, you must 
put a dollar of scrip with it. So your total 
expenditures can’t run over $4,000 for 
the family. 

But here is a low-income family with 
only $2,000 in actual cash. They’ve got 
$2,000 in scrip to spare. And here’s a 
family that likes to spend $20,000 a year, 
and has it to spend. They’re $16,000 short 
on scrip. Well, several poor families can 
sell scrip to the rich one. 

But the total expenditures would still 
stay at a figure designed to match pro- 
duction. So no inflation. 

Lots of bother, isn’t it? Anything you 
do—controls, taxes—is lots of bother. But 
when you run a cold war, and spend 20 
per cent of the nation’s energies on war 
goods, you’re bound to be hurt. It’s just 
a question of which kind of management 
hurts the least.

That’s 
where we sell much of our butter.

Dairymen who contributed gladly one 
cent a pound of butterfat on all sales dur- 
ing May and, June will be pleased to see 
this money used to create consumer hab- 
its that will help dairy income when the 
present war boom is over.

Quotas 


quota for beef cat- 
tle this month is only 87 
per cent of last June?” a 
farmer asks. “I thought 
had more cattle on hand. And what 
happens if OPS guessed wrong and we 
send in as many cattle as we did last 
June?” 

If farmers send in more cattle, the 
quota is raised. The slaughter quota is not 
ntended to limit total slaughter, but to 
give each slaughterer the same percent- 
age of the business that he had last year. 

OPS says flatly: “The quotas are set to 
equitably distribute all livestock slaugh- 
tered among all registered slaughterers, 
and they do not limit in any manner the 
total quantity, of livestock that may be 
marketed during the period.” 

The hog slaughter quota is 115 per cent 
of last June. OPS expected an increase. 
But if still more hogs come in, the total 
quota will be raised. 

If the packer to whom you ordinarily 
sell is buying more than last year, his 
quota may be filled early. But a packer 
a hundred miles away may be short and 
still buying. Check up before you ship.

Parity? ity on the average of all 


farm products or on each 
farm product. Parity, of course, means that 
farm products are priced to buy as much 
in non-farm goods as in the 1910-14 period. 

What’s the score now? The latest fig- 
ives available are for May 15, 1951. 

On that date, the average of all farm 
products was at 108 per cent of parity. 
Beef cattle were 149 per cent of parity, 
hogs 96 per cent, corn 94 per cent, eggs 98 
per cent, butterfat 96 per cent. 

The rollback will pull beef down—per- 
haps to 135 per cent of parity. Eggs and 
butterfat are expected to rise to parity in 

few months. Hogs may go above parity 
next month.

(such as 3-12-12) to boost yields very 
much.

How do you know if side-dressing will 
pay? You can’t always be sure. But “fir- 
ing’—the burning you see on the lower 
leaves in late summer—is more a sign of 
nitrogen shortage’ than it is of too little 
moisture.

These farm experiences back up 
the statement made by Jerry Mel- 
drum of Iowa State College: “Best 
yield response you'll get from com- 
mercial fertilizer is on corn.” 


Meldrum says that 40 pounds of actual 
nitrogen per acre is about the upper limit 
for side-dressing. That would mean 
from 120 to 125 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate (33-0-0). 

Vernon Hoffman, also of Buchanan 
county, has been side-dressing nitrogen 
since 1946. “Nine years out of ten it will 
pay,” he says. “I’ve had yield increases 
from as much as 60 bushels per acre 
down to five bushels.” 

Buchanan County Extension Director 
Jay Partridge sums it up this way: 
“With first-year corn on naturally rich 
soil, you may not get enough increase 
to justify side-dressing. But you will 
with second-year corn. And on sandy 
soil you can side-dress under almost any 
circumstances and get a boost in yield.” 

What’s the best way to apply nitro- 
gen? To many farmers, it’s still an un- 
familiar operation. 
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Side-Dress Plant Food To Boost 
Yield And Speed Maturity 















Wilbert Frye, like many others, uses a 
cultivator attachment. But Vernon Hoff- 
man doesn’t like the high lift to get fer- 
tilizer into the boxes. He’d like to see 
a separate machine — a fertilizer drill 
of some sort—that would ride over the 
rows and drill the nitrogen down to mois- 
ture. 

Arthur Kress, Buchanan county, has 
an unusual system. He just pulls his 
planter behind the front-mounted tractor 
cultivator. The planter hitch is offset 
enough to place the fertilizer some dis- 
tance to the side of corn rows. 

Of course, this operation must be done 
before corn gets too high—not over 16 to 
18 inches. But that’s the best time to 
side-dress anyway. 


Any later, you’re taking a chance 
on getting enough rain to put the 
nitrogen into solution so it can be 
used by the plants. 


Another Buchanan county man, Fred 
Peck, broadcast nitrogen over his corn 
with an endgate seeder. Burned some 
leaves, but they came out of it, and Peck 
got an eight-bushel-per-acre increase in 
yield. 

There are advantages to broadcasting 
nitrogen ahead of plowing. You get the 
job done and don’t have to monkey with 
fertilizer attachments in the busy season. 
And nitrogen is easier to handle in cool 
weather. 

But it’s too late for plowing under 
nitrogen now. So the answer is to side- 
dress—and there’s a mighty good chance 
you'll profit by doing so. 
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A full-fledged farm operator is ex-4-H’er 
Marjorie Richardson, Calhoun county, Iowa. 
On the 120-acre place she rents from Mrs. 
S. D. Gourley, Marj does a man’s work—and 
that includes plowing, planting, harvesting, 
fencing, repairing, and livestock chores.

Egg Price To 
Keep Rising 


Here’s the short-range price 
outlook for Iowa farm prod- 


ucts as seen by lIowa State 
College Economist Francis 
Kutish. 





OWA poultrymen should have 
rising egg prices unti] late in 
the year. Last fall’s gloomy fore- 
cast, made when price supports on 
vgs were junked, has failed to 


an out. So far this year, lowa 
armers have averaged about 12 
cents more per dozen for eggs 


an a year ago. 
Main reason for the brighter 
eg outlook is stronger consumer 

demand. So many eggs have been 
eaten that few have been moved 
into cold storage. So housewives 
won’t have many storage eggs to 
all back on as production slumps 
this summer and fall. 

Also, tho farmers are raising 
around 7 to 10 per cent more 
chickens than in 1950, they have 
fewer early pullets. So new flocks 
won't be adding much to the egg 
supply until late in the year. Mili- 
tary buying should continue large, 
Loo. 

All this points to a rather late 
seasonal price peak for eggs next 
fall or winter. The seasonal break 


isn’t likely to come until April 
and May pullets start laying. 
Here’s the outlook for other 
commodities: 
HOGS: Marketings are drop- 


ing seasonally. So prices wil] be 
steady to strong. We have fewer 
early pigs than last year, so sum- 
mer prices should hold up longer 
hefore heading into the fall drop. 

FAT CATTLE: Prices will push 
against ceilings. But we'll need 

me experience with price con- 
trols to find out how they’ll work. 

STOCKERS, FEEDERS: Steady 
to weak prices are in prospect as 
beef ceilings take effect. 

LAMBS: There’ll be fewer avail- 
le to corn belt feeders than last 
year. Ranchers will be holding 
hack more ewe lambs. 

DAIRY: We’re at the peak of 

ilk production, and prices should 
he steady to higher over the next 
few months. 

GRAINS: No immediate feed 
shortage is in sight, but a tighter 


supply is expected later. Prices 
in the next month or so will 
cepend mainly on how weather 


affects crop prospects.

Don’t Tear Corn 
Roots Loose 


Corn Raisers Say Big Corn Should Be Left 
Alone Unless Cultivation Will Kill Weeds 


| eeennanaeeng used to think corn 

was big enough to “lay by” 
when it would “rub the arch” on 
the old walking cultivator. But 
they bragged about laying corn by 
when it was much bigger. 

“Every hill slapped me in the 
face.” That was a common boast 
on Saturday night in the cross- 
roads store 40 years ago. The re- 
tort was often something like this: 
“When I plowed my corn, it was 
over the horses’ backs.” 

It was believed, then, that 
“plowing corn” did it good. “Loos- 
en up the soil close to the corn,” 
the old time corn-raiser said. He 
seemed to believe that corn roots 
could use loose soil better than 
firm soil. 

What about root pruning? The 
old-time corn-raiser pulled roots 
off his cultivator shanks by the 
handful. He claimed not to worry 
at all. 

But gradually farmers began to 
hotice some effects which followed 
this method of cultivation. Some 
of them started to thinking. 


First, they noticed what hap- 
pened when corn was plowed 
in hot, dry periods. It rolled 
worse at mid-day. And some- 
times growth rate was visibly 


~ checked, comparing cultivated 


with uncultivated rows in the 
same field. 


This indicated that deep and 
close cultivation robbed the corn 
of moisture. Root cutting was 
probably one cause. Another was 
the fact that deep cultivation 
turned up soil moisture, which 
quickly evaporated. 

Others saw that freshly cultivat- 
ed corn would blow down in a 
storm much worse than unculti- 
vated corn. Many old-time corn- 
raisers began looking for a way to 
kill weeds without damage to corn 
roots. 

The result was a shift toward 
surface-type shovels and shallow- 
er cultivation. Many farmers tried 
to get the corn laid by before 
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it got so big. Corn root systems 
get more vulnerable as corn gets 
bigger. 

At first, the shift to surface- 
type shovels was not too satisfac- 
tory. Weeds got worse. But then 
the tractor came along, with 
speed to make shallow cultivation 
more effective. 

At a fast clip, you can throw 
dirt over weeds with surface-type 
shovels and still cultivate shallow. 
With the tractor cultivator, deep 
and close cultivation became un- 
necessary. 

The new methods of cultivating 
corn must be right. Corn yields 
have gone up 10 bushels per acre 
in the last 10 years in most corn 
belt states. Cultivation methods 
get part of the credit. 


Now how do you apply what 
has been learned about corn 
cultivation to your corn fields 
in the last part of June this 
year? From successful corn 
growers and experiment sta- 
tion men come these sugges- 
tions: 


Only one reason exists for culti- 
vating corn after it is knee-high. 
That is to kill weeds. 

Just to stir the ground, after the 
corn roots have taken hold, has 
no yield-increasing effect under 
usual conditions. 

The dust-muich idea is no long: 
er emphasized by corn growers. 
Big-growing corn, with its shade, 
and its root system under the 
whole surface of the ground, stops 
loss of moisture with or without a 
dust mulch. 

So the new knowledge 
corn cultivation indicates that 
knee-high corn is just as well off 
left alone if it is clean, and if there 
isn’t a new crop of weeds just 
coming up. 

But if you can kill weeds in corn 
after it is knee-high, cultivate 
again. Or use some of the new 
sprays to kill the weeds. Weeds 
steal both moisture and plant food 
from corn.

| aa weather means more 

weeds. And weeds are easier 
to knock out with chemicals when 
they’re young. 

Those two statements point in 
the same direction: Now is the 
time to do something about your 
weed problems. 

First, and easiest to solve, is the 
problem of weeds in fencerows 
and on roadsides. Broad-leaved 
weeds such as wild hemp, lamb’s- 
quarter, pigweed, small and giant 
ragweed can be set back on their 
heels with a shot of 2,4-D. 


But get started now. Weeds 
will kill easier when they’re 
younger, it will take less 
2,4-D, and smaller weeds won't 
be quite so unsightly while 
they're dying. 

Dosages of one pound of the 
amine form of 2,4-D or one-half to 
three-fourths pound of the ester 
form per acre should be enough 
to kill most weeds now, says E. P. 
Sylwester, Iowa State College 
weed control expert. 

As weeds get bigger, it will take 
more dope to cover them and a 


stronger concentration to kill 
them. 

Pasture weeds can be whipped 
with the same methods you use 
on fencerows and roadsides. Un- 
less you've got some brush or 
extra-tough weeds. In that case, 
you should try a_ half-and-half 
mixture of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T. 

What about weeds in. small 


grain? . That depends on whether 
the grain is seeded and on how 
many weeds there are. Without a 
seeding, you are perfectly safe to 
go ahead and spray. Even with 
legumes, spraying makes sense if 


weeds are going to take over any- ° 


way. 
If you do spray legume-seeded 
grain, use the amine form of 2,4-D 
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and make the dose fairly light— 
about half a pound of actual 2,4-D 
per acre. ; 

Corn is a little touchy, too. But, § 
as with legume-seeded oats, it 
makes spray if broad: 
leaved weeds are running awa! 
with things. And you can d 
good chemical control job on a 
moderate infestation if you wait 
until corn is good-sized. 

Hold off spraying until the corn 
is at least knee-high. Then use 
drop extensions on your spraye! 
to keep as much chemical as pos 
sible off the corn. And make the 
dose light—half a pound of the 
amine form of 2,4-D or a quarter 
pound of the ester form. 


sense to 


Many farmers have found 
they can control corn field 
weeds with just two cultiva- 
tions and one spraying. Syl 
wester suggests a single spray- 
ing, at the time, or just after, 
corn is laid by. 


Some weeds, of course, need to 
be hit harder and more often. Best 
example is Canada thistles. Yougg 
won't get rid of them with just 
one shot of 2,4-D, or even with 
two. But two sprayings each sunt 
mer for two or three years will 
knock out a lot of thistles. 

Hit thistles in the bud 
using one-half to one pound of 
2,4-D acid per acre. You can make 
the dose a little stiffer than that 
if you don’t care about hurting 4 
piece of crop. Then make another 
spraying next fall to get the re 
growth. 

In all weed spraying, remember 
that it’s easy to get enough 24D 
drift to hurt nearby soybeans, g@ 
den crops, etc. That’s another g0 
reason for treating fencerow 2” 
roadside weeds early: You cat 
keep the boom lower, thus cutting 
down on the drift.

Two Lamb Crops 
A Year? 


Some Towa sheep men have 
been wondering about getting 
two lamb crops a year with 
the help of hormones. Purpose 
of the hormones is to bring 
on lambing season earlier, in- 
crease twinning, get two lamb 
crops a year. 


Generally, there is not enough 
evidence to show that use of hor- 
mones always meets with success. 
There are still a lot of questions 


to be answered. Will the lambs 
be as big? Will the ewes milk as 
well? Can the ewes stand up un- 


der the strain? 

Climate seems to have a lot to 
do with the results obtained so 
far. Cooler climates have given 
better results. So far, only about 
50 per cent of the ewes have set- 
tled as a result of breeding them 
back after lambing. 

For quality lambs and maximum 
use of the ewe, we had better stick 
to present management practices 
until the use of hormones is known 
to be sound. 





Watch Feeder 
Pigs 
Demand for feeder pigs is 
heavy this year. Some of them 
come from diseased premises. 

Many will be sold thru public 

sale barns. They may carry 

serious infectious diseases to 
your farm, 

Try to buy feeder pigs carefully. 
If you can, get them from clean, 
healthy herds. If you are not sure 
of the origin of the pigs, take 
these precautions: 

1. Quarantine them on your 
farm. Have your veterinarian look 
the pigs over before releasing 
them on pasture cr into lots. 

2. Be sure they are vaccinated 
for hog cholera. 

3. If the pigs are clean and 
healthy, are your lots clean? If 
your lots harbor disease organ- 
isms such as erysipelas that are 
dangerous to new pigs, have the 
pigs vaccinated. 

4. Start the new pigs out on the 
same diet that they have been ac- 
customed to eating.

Tarpaulin Saves 
Spilled Grain 


A North Dakota wheat farm- 
er finds a tarpaulin very use- 
ful at harvest time. You're al- 
ways in a hurry unloading 
grain, he says. And so lots of 
grain is spilled on the ground 
at the elevator. 


He salvages this grain by spread- 
ing a 14xi4-foot tarpaulin on the 
ground underneath the elevator 
feeder. He says he can unload two 
or three truckloads before he has 
to lift the edges of the tarp and 
roll the grain toward the feeder. 

Without the tarp, much of the 
grain is rolled into the ground and 
lost.

when they have to turn nitrogen 
compounds, such as urea, into pro- 
tein. And molasses is supposed to 
make urea taste better to the steer. 

C. C. Culbertson, who was in 
charge of the experiment, made 
this comment on this year’s test 
Molasses should have helped, but 
it didn’t.” On the basis of last 
year’s tests, molasses did im- 
prove palatability. 

So the lesson in the cattle feed- 
ing experiments seems to be that 
you should buy the feed that is 
cheapest. If you can get protein 
from urea cheaper than from the 
oil meals, it may pay to use it. And 
if you can buy carbohydrates in 
molasses cheaper than in corn, 
then buy some molasses. 

You probably can’t buy straight 
urea, however. It has value only 
to ruminants. And it may have 
poisonous effects on hogs or 
chickens. 

Here are some points gleaned 
from the feeding records that may 
interest you as a cattle feeder: 


Cost of the 48 cattle went up 
$2.95 from South Dakota to 
the Ames feedyard. Price paid 
was $31.50 on western South 
Dakota weights. Seller paid 
the freight to Ames. 


After five days, the cattle were 
weighed again and cost figured. 
Including the cost of five days’ 
feed, the cattle stood the experi 
ment station $34.45 per hundred 
as the feeding test started. That’s 
what fill and shrink can do. 

Average daily gain on the steers 
was 2.10 pounds. Feed required 
for 100 pounds gain averaged 960 
pounds, of which 238 pounds was 
hay. 

Net cost of gain on the cattle at 
this year’s feed prices, after cred 
iting feed saved by hogs, averaged 
$22.15 per hundred. 

So the necessary break-evel 


selling price at Ames was less 


than the feeders cost. It was $28.88 
on the best-doing lot and $30.78 
on the poorest-doing lot. Average 
was $29.76.

HE million acres of Iowa corn 

planted before the middle of 
May seem certain to be wide open 
for a full-scale attack by 
brood corn borers. And chemical 
warfare against the pests is likely 
to pay off. 

Cool, wet weather has slowed 
down borer development, say 
Iowa State College entomologists. 
So the egg-laying peak probably 
won't come until late June. 

But weather has held back early 
corn, Corn which went into 
the ground during the first two 
weeks in Mav should look mighty 
appetizing when borer moths hit 
their peak. 


too. 


The moths will hunt for the 


biggest corn they can find. 
That's why most eggs are like- 
ly to get dumped on corn 
planted before mid-May. And 
why that corh probably will 
get a real chewing over if 
something isn’t done about 
the borers. 


Under Iowa State College spray- 
ing recommendations, you’ve got 
two choices on how to fight first- 
brood borers. You can spray either 


once or twice. Two treatments 
will kill most worms, one treat- 
ment may give a slightly higher 


return per dollar spent. But a 
single treatment can fail to do the 
job if it isn’t timed just right. 

An ISC study on above-average 
corn fields last year worked out 
like this: A single spraying before 
egg laying reached its peak was 
worth 7.4 extra bushels per acre. 
One treatment at about the egg- 
laying peak gave an average yield 
increase of 10.4 bushels per acre. 
Two treatments applied 7 to 10 
days apart boosted yields by an 
average of 16.7 bushels per acre. 


How.do you go about getting 
that kind of extra yield insur- 
ance? First of all, start now to 
keep a close watch on your early 
corn. Check a few spots a couple 
of times a day if you can. Keep 
counting egg masses, and keep 
watching for the first hatch (eggs 
turn from white to black as they 
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get close to hatching time).

A Million Acres Planted Before Mid-May 
Should Be Just Right For First Brood 


If you figure on using the dou- 
ble treatment system, spray the 
first time shortly after hatching 
begins — provided you count as 
many as 50 egg masses per 100 
plants in corn which is either 
about 35 inches in extended height 
or which shows evidence of bore 
feeding. 

Then put on a second treatment 
7 to 10 days later if there still are 
50 or more egg masses per 100 
plants. 

Recommended rate is 1% pounds 
of actual DDT per acre as a spray 
2 pounds per acre as a dust. 

If you’re going to spray just 
once, you'll have to be mighty 
careful about the timing. To be 
profitable, a single spray must go 
on right at the peak of egg laying. 
That would be 10 or 12 days after 
first eggs hatch. Trouble here is 
that you'll have to maintain an 
extra close watch to be sure you 
know exactly when the first hatch- 
ing occurs. 


As in the case of the two- 
treatment schedule, a single 
spray should be applied only 
if there is an egg mass count 
of at least 50 per 100 stalks on 
corn which is 35 inches or 
more in extended height or 
which shows quite a bit of 
shot-hole injury. 


Is the fact that only a million 
acres may be in the prime for 
first-brood borers an encouraging 
sign? Not necessarily. For one 
thing, it’s anybody’s guess wheth- 
er borers will act like they’re ex 
pected to. It could be that weather 
has slowed them up so much that 
a lot more than a million acres 
will be an attractive size at egs 
laying time. 

But even if the guesses are 
right, and the earliest corn gets 
the brunt of the first-brood attack, 
that might mean the other 9 oO 
10 million acres would be just 
right for thé second brood. 

If that happens—and that’s the

To the Editor: What can I 
do about my neighbor's fruit 
trees?

As long as these trees are locat- 
ed on the lot of your neighbor, 
you can not complain about the 
trees. But you can demand that 
he prune or cut the branches that 
extend over your lot. 

If he does not cut them, you 
would be permitted to do so. And 
fruit on the overhanging branches 
would belong to you. You would 
be entitled to pick the fruit.

To Sell Or Hold 
Back Cattle?. 


Some Cattle Men Gamble That Congress 
Will Kill Ceilings On Beef By June 30 


EEF cattle shipments dropped 

sharply when the _ rollback 
tcok hold on June 4. Farmers 
with cattle on hand were making 
one of two guesses: 

1. That controls would end June 
30. And that cattle prices would 
jump in July. 

2. That controls would be ex- 
tended thru July and _ possibly 
also thru August, while congress 
worked on a revision of the law. 

A good many cattle feeders were 
making guess No. 1. Men with 
cattle on grass, especially stuff of 
commercial grade, were taking lit- 
tle chance in holding. 

Grass is good, and an extra 30 
days on pasture would make mon- 
ey for farmers at current ceilings. 
These folks were safe either way. 


Men with cattle in feedlots 
were taking more of a chance. 
If ceilings were not taken off 
after June 30, some feeders 
would lose by holding. 

Farmers who made guess No. 2 
were selling when cattle were 
ready, without regard to ceilings. 
Most men who bought feeders be- 
fore the winter freeze were doing 
fairly well even at present ceil- 
ings. Men who bought at higher 
prices were inclined to hold out. 

One of the hopes of those who 
are holding back beef cattle is that 
meat will be short in the butcher 
shops, that consumers will com- 
plain, and that congress will act 
to kill the law. 

Hog runs were heavy in early 
June, so that hog supplies at the 
retail markets were likely to be 
good thruout the month. But hog 
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runs were scheduled to ease off 
later, and pork may be scarce in 
July. 

Something depends on the atti- 
tude of ranchers with grass-fat 
cattle that would normally come 
to market in late June. If these 
cattle are held off the market, it 
might help to make a beef short- 
age that would disturb consumers. 

What cattle men do not know 
is whether a meat shortage—if 
one is created by holding off beef 
cattle—will make consumers ask 
for repeal of the control act or 
make them ask for extension of 
the act and for rationing also. 


If consumers generally—and 
their congressmen — get the 
impression that livestock is 
being held back deliberately 
in order to break ceilings, the 
response may be to ask for 
tougher controls. 


Another hazard is this: Suppose 
present ceilings are kept thru July 
and that the next rollback of 4% 
per cent on August 1 is retained? 
That would throw a lot of cattle 
on the market in July, with 
prices dropping below ceilings. 

Actually, most guesses are that 
some sort of a deal will be worked 
out which will extend present 
ceilings but cut out the August 
and October rollbacks. 

In the meantime, the cattle 
feeder who bought his stuff before 
the winter price rise, and who is 
selling when his cattle are ready, 
is the one who is making money. 

The rest will hold their breath 
until congress decides whether to 
kill or extend the control act.

On my way to town 
to pick up my wife, 
Sarah, I saw my 
neighbor, Bud Jackson, working in his 
feed lot. I stopped to visit awhile.

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Furniture Gets A 


Face-Lifting 


Wallpaper Makes A Practical Covering 
For Some Pieces Of Old Furniture 


T OFTEN makes for more inter- 

esting room decoration if the 
wallpaper in your room is repeat- 
ed. A few of the obvious ways to 
repeat wallpaper is to cover sim- 
ple lampshades or to cover a 
wastepaper basket. 

A more tricky and exciting proj- 
ect is to cover a chest of drawers 
with wallpaper. Sounds messy, 
doesn’t it? It doesn’t need to be. 
Wallpapered chests of drawers 
can be extremely effective and 
can be practical for several years 
of hard use—just as practical as 
with a good paint job. 


However, there are several 
rules to this game. To be suc- 
cessful, the piece of furniture 
must be straight in line, with 
sharp or rounding corners. 
You may decide to paper just 
the panels and drawers of a 
chest. 


Fancy carving, of course, rules 
out the furniture. The most prac- 
tical pieces for covering are those 
which started life as unfinished or 
unpainted furniture. It’s cricket to 
attempt anything with these, but

Also, to be practical for use and 
attractive, the wallpaper must be 
of small pattern and colorful. With 

powerful plaid, a polka dot, or 
even a small geometric print, the 

om can be “busy” if you use too 
uch. 

So, if you decide to wallpaper a 
piece of furniture, it will probably 
he more satisfactory to limit the 
paper on the walls to just part of 
the room. For the past few years, 

has been a rather popular thing 

walipaper one or two walls and 
iint the others. 

One final admonition. Dont try 
to paper everything—walls, draw- 
ers, bed panels, doors, lampshades 
and wastebaskets. That would 
really give a cluttered and spotty 
effect. 

With all these 
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warning signals, 


get ready, set, go! It’s easier and 
more fun than you’d imagine. 

First, sandpaper the furniture 
to get a smooth, dull finish. Even 
a new unpainted chest needs a lit- 
tle work. A well-sanded painted 
surface should take the paper fine. 
Unfinished wood needs a coat of 
sizing or filler to make it less 
porous. 

I have used the same sizing as 
for plastered walls. Put it on with 
a large brush. Dry for a day, and 
then sand again. 

Buy the wallpaper paste where 
you buy the paper, and remember, 
when you mix, add the powdered 
paste to the water — never vice 
versa, or you end up with a lumpy 
mess, 

When ready to begin, take the 
knobs off the furniture. Use lots 
of old newspapers to cover the 
floor. If you don’t have a large 
table to work on, use the floor, as 
pieces will be relatively small. 

Cut the wallpaper panels just as 
you wish them to fit before apply- 
ing the paste. If you don’t have a 


large paper-hanger’s brush, use 
your largest and heaviest paint 
brush. 

It’s possible to apply a finish to 
help protect the wallpaper. Var- 
nish will darken the paper too 
much. I’ve been advised to use 


either clear lacquer or wax. 

But, after working diligently to 
apply this paper, one is fearful of 
anything which might change the 
color or cause it to run. So be sure 
to test a sample before applying a 
protective covering.

Get More Milk Into 
Your Cooking 


Food Not Only Tastes Better, But The 
Needed Calcium And Proteins Are Added 


yore think that farm people 

would use all the milk they 
needed. It’s available and always 
fresh, but various investigations, 
including one made by Iowa State 
College, show that farm people 
don’t use enough milk. 

Nutritionists agree that adults, 
as well as children, benefit by get- 
ting more calcium than _ just 
enough for immediate needs. 

You can be fairly sure of getting 
enough calcium in your diet if you 
use enough milk. Experts feel that 
children should have three to four 
cups of milk a day. And adults 
should have about three cups a 
day. Are you getting that much? 

Maybe you can’t drink more 
fluid milk. After all, you like your 
coffee for breakfast and again at 
dinner; so when are you going to 
drink the milk? 

If this is your problem, why 
not add dry milk to your ordi- 
nary foods? They taste better 
and they will add needed cal- 
cium and protein to your diet. 


Dry milk comes in two forms— 
whole milk dried and non-fat dry 
milk. These are available in most 
communities now and come in 
packages that are very easy to 
handle. 

Dry whole milk has all the prop- 
erties of whole fresh milk. Dry 
skim-milk lacks the fat in the 
cream and the Vitamin A. This 
can be made up by using butter 
and meat. 

Dry milk can be slipped into 
many ordinary recipes, such as 
scrambled eggs and muffins. It not 
only makes the food more nourish- 
ing, but it actually tastes better. 

Here are some recipes that make 
use of dry milk to add extra nour- 
ishment to ordinary foods: 


SCRAMBLED EGGS 


For each egg add two table- 
spoons of fluid milk, one table- 
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spoon dry milk and a little salt 
and pepper. 

Beat until smooth. Pour the mix- 
ture into a frying-pan containing 
melted fat. Cook slowly, stirring 
until done. 

BISCUITS 

2 cups sifted flour 

2 tablespoons baking powder 

34 teaspoon salt 

% cup dry milk—whole or 

non-fat 

%4 cup fat 

About % cup fluid milk 

Sift the dry ingredients togeth- 
er. Cut in the fat. Add water or 
fluid milk gradually, stirring until 
dry ingredients are moistened and 
a soft dough is formed. 

Turn the dough onto a lightly- 
floured board or pastry cloth and 
knead a few times. Pat out to the 
desired thickness and cut with a 
floured cutter. Bake in a 450-de- 
gree oven until brown—12 to 15 
minutes. Makes 16 biscuits. 


MAPLE RICE PUDDING 


1 cup cooked rice 

bay teaspoon salt 

2 cups boiling water 

% cup dry milk—whole or 

non-fat 

1% cups fluid milk 

1 tablespoon gelatin 

% cup cane or beet sugar 

% cup brown sugar, firmly 

packed 

2 tablespoons butter 

Maple flavoring to taste 

Add milk powder to one cup of 
fluid milk and beat until smooth. 
Add rice and cook slowly for about 
10 minutes. Pour gelatin into re- 
maining half-cup milk and soak a 
few minutes. 

Stir into the rice and milk mix- 
ture; add sugar, butter and flavor- 
ing. Cool until slightly thickened. 
Pour into molds and chil] until 
set. Serve with plain or whipped 
cream.

vw™= makes the chickens pay 

on most farms—the man or 
the woman? That’s often hard to 
decide. 

But not on the Blanche Mitchell 
farm in Fayette county, lowa. The 
woman there not only does most 
of the work, but also is the boss in 
both name and fact. And she 
makes chickens pay better than in 
most flocks where husbands help. 

Miss Mitchell can just about 
prove to anyone that she can make 
chickens pay in both good times 
and poor. During the last five 
years, she has never lost money 
on her flock. 

This last year, she did a better- 
than-usual job of making $1.47 per 
hen profit for her labor. With 419 
birds, this meant a total profit of 
nearly $616 for the year. 

How does Blanche Mitchell make 
so much more than the average 
producer does? The answers are 
found in 1950 records of the lowa 
demonstration flock project. 


In the first place, her birds 
averaged 204 eggs per hen. 
That meant an income from 
eges of $5.63 per bird. Income 
from market hens brought in 
another 77 cents per hen. 

After charging off cost of pullets 
brought into the flock, feed- and 
other expenses, Miss Mitchell had 
$695.77 for her labor and interest 
on investment. And when the time 
the flock by herself and 


hired help was figured up, she had 
made $1.81 per hour. No wonder 
Blanche has trouble keeping still 
when she hears someone say that 

woman’s time isn’t worth much. 


Back in 1946, Miss Mitchell was 
following a good program—using 
deep litter for both chicks and 
hens, self-feeding all feed in 
troughs, housing pullets at six 
months, using electric lights, and 
keeping inside temperatures above 


freezing on all but the most severe 
winter days. Yet her production 
was only 155 eggs per hen that 
year. No better the following year, 
either, and profits were down. 
Naturally, she began to wonder 
what was wrong. An Iowa State 
College study of her records pro- 
vided the answer. She didn’t cull 
heavily enough, she didn’t confine 
hens the year around, she crowded 
too many birds into both brooder 
and laying houses, she permitted 
lice outbreaks, and she failed to 
stop other parasites and diseases. 


Result was a few changes in 
the Mitchell management pro- 
gram, followed by uniformly 
higher egg production and a 
lower maturity rate. 


In one house with open-front 
nests, a dirty-egg problem has been 
solved by darkening the nests with 
strips of dark cloth. Cannibalism 
has been almost eliminated—part- 
ly by a program of self-feeding 
whole grains and high-protein con- 
centrate, partly by early fall de- 
beaking. Disease losses have been 
cut by never allowing adult birds 
to be brought onto the farm, and 
by rules against the use of old 
coops at marketing time and hen 
house visits by strangers with 
germ-covered shoes. 

Better equipment helps Miss 
Mitchell do her chicken chores in 
less than an hour per bird per 
year. A feed storage bin right in 
the laying house, a running water 
system, once-a-year litter removal 
—all these have helped. 

But Blanche still isn’t satisfied. 
There'll be further improvements 
this year—more rigid culling, bet- 
ter insulation of an old barn, build- 
ing of range shelters for the young 
stock, large storage feeders to use 
on range, and automatic fountains 
to eliminate water-carrying. — W. 
R. Whitfield.

Asks To End Beef 


Iowa Cattle Man Urges Farmers To Oppose 
The Extension Of Present Price Control Act 


What do Iowa beef producers 
think about the rollback? J. 
C. Holbert, president of the 
Iowa Beef Producers Associa- 
tion, sums up the position of 
those opposed to ceilings in 
the following statement: 


HE rollback order issued by 

the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion on April 29, 1951, is, and if 
not repealed will continue to be, 
the most serious blow ever dealt 
the cattle business. At this time, 
the feeder is absorbing the main 
weight of the blow. It comes when 
he has nearly a record number of 
cattle on feed, and many of them 
were bought at an all-time high. 

If this rollback order is carried 
out, lowering cattle prices again 
on August 1 and October 1, these 
rollbacks will continue to make 
cattle feeding unprofitable. This 
will react strongly on the price of 
feeder cattle, and purebred breed- 
ers will also receive the impact 
within 12 months. 

The rollback of cattle prices 
is definitely unsound for the 
following reasons: 


1. It singles out one segment of 
cittzens, automatically destroying 
their profit in the industry and 
making their financial commit- 
ment a very hazardous one. 

2. It is not justified because not 
a single item the feeder buys has 
been rolled back. Instead, labor, 
feed and overhead are definitely 
higher. 

3. It will cause a disorderly mar- 
ket. The way OPS has set up the 
rollback, extending it to August 
and October, will cause heavy runs 
prior to rollback dates. It will send 
thousands of cattle to market un- 
finished. It will cut beef tonnage 
20 to 30 per cent within the next 
15 months on the per-head basis. 

4. The consumer has created a 
high market for beef, and not the 
producer, and it doesn’t seem that 
government agencies should be

given the power to try to deter- 
mine what the consumer should 
buy in the way of meat any more 
than in individual makes of auto- 
mobiles or other commodities. 

Consumers should be able to de- 
termine for themselves whether 
they want beef or other meat at a 
lower price. They have made their 
choice, and for that reason beef is 
in demand. 

5. By cutting down beef cattle 
poundage from 20 to 30 per cent, 
it will destroy a valuable market 
for roughage that can not profit- 
ably be used by any other class of 
livestock but beef cattle. 

We have spent thousands of dol- 
lars of the taxpayers’ money on 
soil conservation, but the only real 
permanent soil conservation must 
be based on the principle that im- 
proved grasses and crops produced 
by better soil practices must be 
supported by and marketed thru 
livestock. 

6. It will create a black market, 
but the writer holds that whether 
we are to have price ceilings or 
not should not be based on wheth- 
er we have a black market or not. 
The issue is bigger than that. 


If controls are continued 
and a black market is created, 
it will be created off the farm 
and not on the farm. 


It is up to you and your con- 
gressmen. The people of the U. S. 
elect the congress of this country 
to make the laws and regulations 
that should govern us. 

Therefore, why don’t you join 
others in asking your representa- 
tives and senators to accept their 
responsibility and vote against 
Senate Bill S-1397, Extension With 
Amendments Defense Production 
Act of 1950, which must be re- 
newed on or before June 30, and 
not give the right and privilege 
away to the executive branch of 
the government which appoints 
men in charge with dictatorial 
powers?

Dairymen Also 
Raise Beef 


N ORE meat will have to come 
from dairy cattle, and more 
milk will some day be sold in oth- 
er than fresh fluid form. So says 
True Morse, president of the 
Doane Agricultural Service. 

Morse’s predictions about the 
future of dairying were made to 
delegates at the 66th annual con- 
vention of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America in Des 
Moines last week. 

Dairymen, said Morse, should 
recognize that they can produce 
meat as well as milk. Beef sup- 
plies, he said, can be boosted quite 
a bit if veal calves are fed to heav- 
ier weights and if more weight is 
put on older dairy animals before 
they go to market. 

Improved techniques for feed- 
ing calves on grain instead of milk 
will enable farmers to market 
much heavier vealers, said Morse. 
And extra meat can be produced 
by putting beef bulls on dairy 
cows when herd replacements are 
not needed. 


Morse also said that new 

and less expensive methods of 
selling milk will have to be 
perfected if the dairy business 
is to keep up with population 
increases, 
He cited the new concentrated 
whole milk being produced in 
some areas as one way to get rid 
of the burden of “delivering so 
much water from door to door.” 

One important result of this and 
other new milk processing meth- 
ods, Morse said, will be that dairy-

Tax Due?

counts toward social security, he 
ust work what is called a “quali- 
He has to be em- 
continuously by one em- 
plover for a full calendar quarter. 
Calendar quarters begin January 
1, April 1, July 1 and October 1. 

Then, after the farm worker 
has worked a qualifying quarter, 
his work counts toward social se- 
curity as long as he continues to 
work for the same employer and 
meets the “$50-60-day test.” 

This means that he must work 
60 days or more on a full-time 
basis and earn at least $50 cash 
wages to remain “regularly em- 
ployed.” 

In your case, your man evident- 
ly worked a qualifying quarter 
starting April 1. You state that 
you will let him go after oats har- 
vest. If you pay him more than 
$50 cash wages in the quarter 
starting July 1, you will have to 
deduct the social security tax of 
1% per cent from his pay, add an 
equal amount from your pocket, 
and send the total to the Internal 
tevenue Bureau, 

If your man works less than 60 
days for you in the quarter begin- 
ning July 1, he loses his standing 
as “regularly employed” and will 
have to work another qualifying 
quarter before his work again 
counts toward social security.

Some Weeds Can 
Poison Stock 


Lightning Doesn’t Kill Every Animal 
You Might Find Dead In The Pasture 


TEARLY every corn belt farm- 
“ *‘ er knows that young cockle- 
bur plants are poisonous to pigs. 
At the two-leaf stage of growth, 
when they are just coming thru 
the ground, the plants are deadly. 

But not very many farmers are 
acquainted with other plants that 
can poison livestock, In the spring, 
hellebore, pokeweed, buttercup, 
hemlock and larkspur may cause 
trouble, especially for cattle. 

There are other poisonous plants 
or weeds more dangerous in the 


summer. Among these are white 
snakeroot, castor bean, broken 
jimson weed, sneezeweed, black 


nightshade and lupines 


With all these deadly weeds 
around, you'd think there 
would be more cattle poisoned. 
But, generally, these plants 
are not tasty. Usually, they 
are eaten when drouth or over- 
stocking of the pasture has cut 
down the supply of good grass. 


Johnson grass, sudan grass, vel- 
sorghums usual- 
ly are not dangerous. But when 


their growth has been stopped by 


| frost, drouth, trampling or cut- 
| ting, the plants produce prussic 
ac cid, which is highly poisonous. 
be safe, don’t pasture sudan 
grass until it is about 18 inches 
hi igh. And don’t pasture after frost. 
Recently, southern Iowa cattle 
owners complained of oakleaf poi- 
soning where their cattle ate large 
noun of oak leaves. And one

Plants aren’t the only killers 


around the farm. For instance, 
lead paint is very poisonous to all 
kinds of livestock. 


To avoid paint poisoning, don't 
let livestock near freshly-painted 
buildings. Pick up old paint buck- 
ets. Or use a paint that doesn’t 
have a lead base. 

Seed grains treated with a mer- 
cury compound like ceresan are 
poisonous if fed over*a period of 
time. Often, a couple of bushels of 
treated oats are left over after 
sowing. You can either throw the 
oats away, save them for seed, or 
feed them in very small amounts 
mixed with untreated feed oats. 

You should keep in mind that 
most insecticides are _ poisons. 
DDT in general is toxic only to 
cats. But don’t spray milk cows 
with it, because it is excreted in 
the milk. A good rule to follow in 
applying the newer insecticides is 
to use them according to manufac- 
turer’s directions. And do not 
overdose. 


There are other common 
farm materials that are poison- 
ous te livestock — the weed- 
killer, sodium chlorate; sodium 
nitrate fertilizer and fertilizer 
sacks; paris green, blue vitriol 
or copper sulfate; sodium fluo- 
ride. All have their proper 
place on a farm. But, out of 
place, they can do great harm. 
Here are some suggestions for

Too Fine 
To the Editor: I am plan- 
ning to hire some hay field- 


chopped for the first time this 
year, Is there anything special 
I should watch out for?—A.

It is more likely to heat, since it 
packs more densely than long hay. 
And there is less chance for mois- 
ture and heat to escape. 

The cutter should be set for a 
1% to 2-inch cut. Finer chopping 
increases the tendency to heat. It 
also takes more power and makes 
the hay dusty.

D. L. Gross says alfalfa should 
ye permitted to wilt only slightly 
after it is cut. If it goes into the 
silo with 65 to 68 per cent mois- 


ture, it will pack tightly and will 
require no preservative. 

But alfalfa or sweet clover. with 
too much moisture won’t ferment , 
properly, and the silage will be un- 
palatable. If these crops aren’t 
wilted slightly before ensiling, 
then you'll need to add chopped 
dry corn or ground ear corn. 


Grass is about right for the silo 
if a ball of it clings together when 
pressed between the hands. If it 
falls apart easily, it’s too dry.

The best chemical fly-control program 
in the world will fall short unless you 
clean up your place and keep it clean. 

Say Iowa State College entomologists: 
Scrape barn lots down to hard ground, 
haul out straw and stack bottoms, 
clean out all buildings and keep them 
clean. Also, pitch manure directly into 
the spreader and haul it out to the field 
every day or two. If this can’t be done, 
store manure in a concrete pit. 

Outdoor toilets need special treat- 
ment to keep flies under control, If 
possible, the toilet should be built ac- 
cording to plans prepared by the Iowa 
Department of Health. Otherwise, make 
it as fly-tight as possible, and treat 
with borax every day. 

Keep garbage in metal containers 
With tight-fitting covers. Set them on 
concrete or above the ground on wood- 
on platforms, and wash thoroly once a 
week,

Most gain, of course, comes from 
higher yields. The Illinois tests showed 
a boost of seven bushels an acre for 
corn, seven bushels for oats, three 
bushels for wheat, and three and one- 
half bushels for soybeans as a result 
of contouring. The extra yields were 
worth from $5.25 to $9.30 more per 
acre at 1950 prices. 

Another Illinois study showed labor 
and power were laso saved by contour- 
ing, with savings up to $2.13 per acre. 

Soil was saved, too, Up-and-down-hill 
farming in the Illinois tests cost $18 
worth of plant food per acre on only 
a two per cent slope. And water runoff 
on sloping corn and bean land averaged 
as much as 50 per cent during heavy 
rains,
